The forthcoming treasury regu­ 
lations will cover as many phases 
as possible of the stabilization pro­ 
gram for salaries over $5,000 a n ­ 
nually as wpII as those under that 
figure which a r e d ra w n by bona- 
tide unorganized executive, adm in ­ 
istrative or professional persons.

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LIQUOR PRICES 
ARE GOING UP 


N ew Federal Taxes Will 
Be Passed On to the 
Consumers 


Because 
of 
th e new taxes on 
liquor and bottled beer, the cost 
of these commodities to th e con­ 
sum er will he increased, 
Liquor 
Control C o m m i s s i o n e r James 
Dot sch said yesterday. 
Liquor dealers are permitted to 
lift ceilings on liquor and beer to 
cover th e increased taxes but no 
more, Dotsch told the Delta coun­ 
ty liquor licensees yesterday. The 
tax on liquor is $2 per gallon on 
IOO proof spirits. This will prob­ 
ably a m o u n t to a couple cents per 
drin k in liquor sold by the glass. 
Dotsch advised the liquor deal­ 
ers to consult the Office of Brice 
A dm inistration to determine 
ex­ 
actly what th e new ceiling prices 
can be and warned them against 
tak in g chances 
on 
establishing 
false ceiling prices. 
No Liquor Shortage 
Dotsch said that the liquor deal­ 
ers not only can pass on the new 
taxes to th e consumer, hut he ad d ­ 
ed th a t the liquor control commis­ 
sion recommends that they do so. 
‘‘The commission wants liquor 
licensees to profit so that 
they 
will keep their 
places 
clean,” 
Dotsch said. 
T h ere will he no shortage of 
liquor for sometim e to come, tile 
commissioner told the dealers, al­ 
though there are 
shortages 
of 
some brands. He said that experi­ 
ence shows th a t the public taste 
changes with circumstances. Mich­ 
igan has favored blended whisky, 
and although blended whisky is 
becoming scarce, Dotsch said that 
he is confident the public 
will 
gladly 
accept 
straight 
whisky 
when the blended product is no 
longer available. Dotsch said the 
liquor supply is 
sufficient 
for 
Uiree to five years. 
The liquor commissioner asked 
die 
licensees 
to 
give 
further 
b o ught to the control 
of 
the 
problem of minors in drinking est­ 
ablishments. 
The 
commission 
favors either a law to make all 
minors equally guilty 
with 
li­ 
censees in purchasing liquor to 
which they are not entitled 
to 
buy, or a card 
system 
which 
would m a k e it 
impossible 
for 
minors to mis represent their age, 
Dotsch said.

M urray D. Van Wagoner 
issued t ti is week a statement 
to 
I hp Escanaba Daily 
Press, 
out­ 
lining his position with regard to 
various conservation matters 
of 
interest to the Upper Peninsula. 
His statement follows: 


The war with its 
demand 
for 
an unprecedented supply of min­ 
eral and other natural 
resources 
has directed a spotlight on 
con­ 
servation affairs. This is particu­ 
la rly true in .Michigan, which is 
now able to supply industry with 
a wide variety and a hitch quan­ 
tity of iron, copper, 
oil. 
forest 
products, and other essentials. B e ­ 
cause of this unprecedented 
de­ 
mand it is more important 
than 
ever that wise conservation poli­ 
cies be pursued now and in 
the 
tutu re. 
The proper use of our natural 
resources and the proper develop­ 
ment of our 
conservation 
pro­ 
gram is dependent 
upon 
sound 
conservation policies and an 
un­ 
derstanding and sympathetic pub­ 
lic. In Michigan 
we 
have 
tlmse 
thines and conservation has pro­ 
gressed. 
An effective conservation pro­ 
gram must necessarily be a con­ 
tinuing one having specific long­ 
time objectives. Because of this it 
is necessary that there be no dis­ 
ruption of organization and 
that 
those charged with carrying out 
the program have not only a wide 
background of experience but that 
they have vision and a concept of 
what is needed 
to 
provide 
the 
most benefits for the most people 
for the longest period of time. 
I believe that as a whole M ichi­ 
gan has good conservation 
laws. 
In fact, to a large 
extent, 
they 
have be»n copied by other states. 
It is my purpose to see that these 
laws are retained and wisely ad­ 
ministered, and that when there 
is need for improvement I 
w ill 
do everything possible to bring I 
it about. 
N aturally there are a number 
of current conservation questions 
that are arousing much public dis­ 
cussion. There have always 
been 
such questions that have demand­ 
ed solution and I hope the 
time 
w ill never come when 
conserva­ 
tion w ill be so cut and dried that 
it won't be worth debating. 
But 
most of these questions are of 
a 
temporary or emergency nature. I 
purefer to think of conservation 
in term s of a lone range program, 
based on a few fundamental prin­ 
ciples and carried on unerringly 
along well thought out and pre­ 
scribed lines. 
Of course, some 
present 
day 
questions cannot be ignored. 
W e 
have been hearing considerably of 
late of a proposal 
to 
give 
the 
Conservation Commission 
discre­ 
tionary power to set 
gam© 
and 
fish seasons and 
bag 
limits. 
It 
would seem to me that this would 
be highly desirable at the present 
time, particularly because of 
the 
war emergency. 
W ere such powder now available. 
it would be possible to 
advance 
the deer hunting season 
a 
few 
days to permit a full 
season 
of 
hunting, 
unhampered 
by 
ap­ 
proaching gasoline 
rationing. 
It 
would permit a wider 
range 
of 
seasons and bag lim its for 
game 
birds so that farmers and garden­ 
ers might be saved from increas- i 
ing mop damage as the 
number; 
of hunters drops and 
the 
game | 
population rises. 
M ichigan’s land problem is 
a 
serious 
one. 
Today, 
5,000,000 
acres of tax reverted 
lands 
are 
in public owenrship. Undoubtedly 
this figure w ill ne doubled in 
a 
few years, 
It 
is 
economically 
essential 
that the administration of these! 
ands be wise and I advocate aer- I 


I ious land planning studies to de- 
' termine the bes* uses 
of 
these 
I millions 
of acres that they may 
not remain inactive 
and 
unpro- 
1 Bable. I see here an opportunity 
j for a broadening of our 
policies 
i for acquiring public lands for rec­ 
reational purposes— for 
training, 
I fishing and parks. 
W h ile still continuing 
the 
im- 
; portant land acquisition program 
i in Northern Michigan, the state 
J must also pay greater attention to 
work of this kind in 
the 
areas 
I around our larger cities. This is 
I necessary because of war 
r e s t r i c ­ 
tions on 
transportation 
and 
to 
provide war recreation 
f a cili tie s 
I for the many thousands in the de- 
| fense plant areas. 
W e should continue our efforts 
I to acquire thousands of acres 
in 
| southern 
Michigan 
for 
public 


j hunting 
purposes, 
within 
easy 
s access to the metropolitan areas. 
W e should continue our prac­ 
tice of buying places for 
public 
access to our lakes and streams; 
and we should be vicing 
s e r i o u s 
thought to expanding and improv­ 
ing the state’s park facilities. 
Tile Public W orks 
Reserve 
is 
now 
seeking 
plans 
for 
public 
works projects, should such 
be­ 
come necessary and advisable aft- 
j er the war. I can think of no more 
I worthwhile projects 
than 
those 
devoted to the preservation of our 
natural resources and to facilitat­ 
ing healthy 
out-door 
recreation 
for the public. 
Now is the time to make com­ 
prehensive and 
adequate 
plans 
i looking 
toward 
post-war 
parks 
construction and forest improve­ 
ment, and I have recommended to 
the Conservation Commission that 
this work be given major consid­ 
eration. Not 
only 
should 
such 
plans be made 
looking 
toward 
federal assistance 
in 
an 
omer- 
: gency, but plans should always be 
j formulated and available if 
we 
' ar© to advance 
along 
consistent 
lines. 
The enforcement of 
conserva­ 
tion laws, the raising of fish 
to 
replenish our lakes and streams, 
the preventing and 
fighting 
of 
forest fires, the handling of 
our 
public domain, the 
planting 
of 
trees to cover denuded areas — 
those are all purely 
matters 
of 
administration and if they are ad­ 
ministered efficiently and proper­ 
ly no issues are involved. 
In 
general, we must be inter­ 
ested in the 
mere 
fundamental 
things, the long range policies, the 
maintenance of water tables, 
a 
state park system of accessibility 
and quality that cannot be equall­ 
ed. a program of fish and 
game 
management based on the results 
of scientific research rather than 
on guesswork and habit, a forest 
management program that w ill as­ 
sure us a continuing 
supply 
of 
woods products as well a s game 
cover and a means of holding soil 
and moisture, a well thought out 
system of geological 
exploration 
to assure Michigan 
all 
possible 
knowledge of its untapped wealth 
of buried minerals. 
This is the purpose of conser­ 
vation. I realize its fundamental 
importance and I am ready to use 
every power and facility to aid the 
program and see that it has ade­ 
quate funds with which to work. 


1600 WORKING 
ON ORE DOCKS 


Employment Totals Now 
Increasing At Rate 
of IOO Daily 


Approximately 
1600 
persons 
are now employed on the Esca­ 
naba ore dock project, it has been 
learned, with new workers being 
hired at the rate of from I Oft to 
150 per day. 
Lieut. Col. J. V. Johnston, ar-a 
engineer of the Engineers Corps. 
W ar Department, reported y e s t e r ­ 
day that the peak employment is 
expected to reach between 3.500 
and 4,000. 
This would indicate 
an 
upward 
revision 
of original 
employment 
estimates. 
which 
were from 2,500 to 3.500 
em­ 
ployes at the peak. 
The available supply of carpen­ 
ters in the Escanaba 
area 
has 
been virtu ally exhausted by the 
ore docks project and many oth­ 
ers are needed. 
Union officials 
indicated recently that the dock 
project may require as many as 
1700 carpenters, but officials of 
the contracting company. Merritt. 
Chapman and Scott, indicated that 
this figure is too high 
The most pressing need for la­ 
bor at present Is for 
competent 
pile drivel- foremen and pile driv- 
ermen. 
Company officials have 
stressed the fact 
that 
although 
men are needed for 
this 
work 
now. no inexperienced or ineom- 
pet nt labor is wanted. 
It lins been unofficially report­ 
ed that men who hire 
out 
for 
skilled jobs and are dismissed for 
incompetency will not be rehired 
for other duties 
not 
requiring 
skilled workers. 
About half of 
the 
employes 
hired to date are unskilled labor­ 
ers, for which the rate of pay has 
been fixed at 75c per bour, with 
time and a h a lf for more than 4o 
hours per week.
